Carter was demoted to a patrol- 
man’s post, but Gorden will continue 
to serye as captain, pending further 
action by the committee of the Bea- 
vers’ recommendation.

SURPRISES FRIENDS 
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. Negotiations for a loan of. $3,500,- 
000, exhausting the borrowing power 
of the governor of Georgia for 1931, 
were coicluded with the First Nation- 
al Bank of Atlanta by Governor Hard- 
man Wednesday.

The British Fifth army was evident- 
ly overwhelmed from the start, yet no 
British reinforcements were sent to 
Gough until the 24th, and then only 
one division, no other arriving during 
the first week. By the fifth day the 
German forces had driven a salient 
into the British front some 37 miles 
deep and were threatening the impor- 
tant railway center of Amiens, the 
capture of which would probably have 
made a complete breach between the 
French and British armies. 

In view of the agreement for mu- 
tual support it is not clear why the 
British and French should not have 
had a greater number of reserve di- 
visions within easy reach of the point 
of juncture. It seemed logical that 
t: . enemy should endeavor to separate 
the two armies by attacking at that 
point. In fact, our information for 
some time previous indicated that. he 
intended to do so.

The reports from the front gave an 
extremely dark picture of disaster, 
and. I felt we should do everything 
possible to render assistance. It 
was to offer General Petain such of 
our troops as could be used that I 
went to Compiegne March 25. 

The general's customary confident 
and nonchalant attitude was entirdy 
gone, and he wore a very worried ex- 
pression. I told him that for the mo- 
ment I should waive the idea of form- 
ing the I Corps and that any of our 
divisions that could be of service were 
at his disposal, but with the qualify@ 
ing remark that of course we should 
look.forward eventually to their as- 
sembly under their own commander. 

Petain thought that certain of our 
units might be put into the battle, 
but he ‘lresitated to .give up at once 
a portion of the front that might be- 
come active, and preferred to have 
the. sent into quiet sectors to release 
Freneh divisions, which amounted to 
the same thing as to numbers in the 
battle line. 

We briefly discussed the general 
subject of handling new units as they 
should arrive, and finally I left with 
the understanding that American 
units would be used as circumstances 
might. demand.

This brought about 
an important conference at Doullens 
March 26 between members of the 
British and French governments, in 
which it was decided that some au- 
thority should be designated to ‘co- 
ordinate the action of the two armies, 
and General Foch was selected. 

I was ‘not present at the Doullens 
conference, but upon. learning of its 
ntia] that Gen-

loss was then estimated at not less 
than 150,000. I recall meeting Lord 
Northcliffe March 24 and found him 
almost unable to speak of it, s0 
many of his friends had lost rela- 
tives. The depression among their 
people was probably worse than at 
any other period of the war. 

Among the French there was much 
anxiety as to the safety of Paris, 
and there was talk of the government 
having to move to Bordeaux again, as 
it had. done in 1914., The Allied 
lines had not been stabilized, and. al- 
though I had offered our troops to 
Petain it seemed to me that it might 
be well to make it emphatic that I 
was ready to put into battle every- 
thing we could muster. I had often 
thought of the possibility of having 
to do this, and I went to find out 
the situation and let General Foch 
know our attitude. 


As we entered General Foch’s farm- 
house. headquarters near Clermont- 
sur-Oise, Clemencau, Foch, Petain 
and Loucheur were intently studying 
a map spread out on the table. The 
situation, was pointed out to me, show- 
ing that already the British had used 
30 divisions and the French 17 
against the Germans’ 78. It seemed 
to be the opinion that the British 
fifth army was getting, back on its 
feet and that the lines would hold 
for the time being. 

I intimated that I had come to see 
General Foch, and the others with- 
drew into the yard, leaving us alone. 
I told him that the Americans were 
ready and anxious to do their part 
in this crisis, that I was willing. to

asked: for suggestions as to how we 
might help. e was evidently very 
much touched and in his enthusiasm 
took me by the arm and without hesi- 
tation rushed me out across the lawn 
to where the others stood, and asked 
me to repeat what I had said to him,

U. S. Engineers in Combat. 

At the time of the German attack 
a battalion of the American sixth 
regiment of engineers was on duty 
behind the British fifth army, engaged 
in railway construction and. Tepairs. 
These troops were given arms and 
participated with the British forces 
in the defensive operations until after 
the lines were stabilized. 

In carrying out our plans for. the 
organization of an American army on 
the Lorraine front, with the reduction 
of the St. Mihiel salient planned as 
the initial operation, the volume of 
construction necessary along our line 
of communications had been pushed 
as fast as conditions permitted. The 
establishment of advance depots and 
other installations in Lorraine were 
well under way, 

On January 16 the first division 
(Bullard) had entered the line north 
of Toul, with the understanding that 
other divisions would follow_as they 
became sufficiently trained, and that 
when four divisions were available an 
American army corps would be formed 
and the sector would pass definitel 
under American control. The 26t 
division (Edwards) had been with- 
drawn from the Chemin des Dames 
March 21 and the 42nd division (Men- 
oher) from each of Liineville two days 
later, and both were pagpared to take 
their places beside the first. ‘These 
were to be followed by the second 
division (Bundy), then in line for 
preliminary experience at . Somme- 
dieue, south of- Verdun, while the 
S2nd division (Haan), which had only 
recently arrived, would come in later.

“To be more concrete, let us look 
at the textile industry, the south’s 
main industry.

There are too many men 
idle, _Ask the leaders of industry to- 
day if they want the sonth to go in- 
dustrial. Ask them if they want the 
farmers to quit their farms and come 
into the eity for work.” 

“Later, perhaps, but not now. Five, 
ten or fifteen years from now they 
may. But even then they will hope 
that when the inevitable bumps come 
they will come at the expense of some 
other industry. a 

Advocates Farming. 

“We all see that the genius of in- 
dustrialism was the genius of pro- 
duction only. Otherwise there was 
something of stupidity about it. 

“Industry developed advertising cal- 
culated to overcome the natural good 
taste of the people and salesmen to 
break down the resistance and natural 
thrift of the people. But it had but 
one genius, and that was to produce. 
Eventually it outdid even itself. 

“Probably the south can never go 
industrial. It has had a late start. 
The field is already overproduced, 

“Georgia, for instance, would never 
become a second New Jersey even if 
she should wish to do so strange a 
thing. Neither would she become a 
replica of industrial England for in- 
dustrial England is in ruins. 

“I am here to advocate farming. 
My opponent will say that farming is 
over-produced. But there are two op- 
portunities open to a farmer. It is an 
amphibian-like occupation. He may be 
an agrarian and produce his own 
goods, his own food and supply his 
own needs from his own lands. Or he 
may be an industrial farmer and sell 
his money crop for money with which 
to purchase what he needs.

Inasmuch as the senate, on two pre- 
vious occasions, has defeated house 
measures similar to the O'Grady bill.

were as confident of victory as were 
its sponsors.

GEORGIA’S BIRTHDAY. 

Today is the 198th anniversary 
of the founding of the Colony of 
Georgia by General James Edward 
Oglethorpe, of England. Two years 
hence we will be warranted to cele- 
brate Georgia’s bicentennary. 

The colony was born out of a 
spirit of fine philanthropy and be- 
gan its career with aspirations for 
a commonality of freedom and al- 
truism. The first efforts of its mem- 
bership were to promote such agri- 
culture and industries as would fur- 
nish them with the largest measures 
of self-support. The surpluses from 
food crops and silk culture were 
the méans of carrying on commerce 
with Carolina and with the mother 
country. 

Georgia early began to produce 
men of fine abilities who eventually 
succeeded the London company of 
promoters and governed the colony 
with great wisdom and prosperity. 
By the time the Americans declared 
their independence and Georgia be- 
came one of the United States her 
public men easily ranked with the 
best of the new and independent 
confederation. 

The history of the state is jew- 
eled with the names and deeds of 
illustrious patriots, statesmen, scien- 
tists, poets and literateurs. In the 
management of civic affairs she had 
up to the post-Civil War period 
men of statecraft second to none in 
all the union of states. Today she 
is debtor to their foresight and en- 


ee ee 


state-owned railroad that is pulling | 


mulated in recent years by black- 
siniths in legislation. 

There are those yet living who 
can recall a time when the footsteps 
of Georgia’s men in the senate of 
the nation was the tread of giants 
and when the voice of Georgia in 
the national house of representa- 
tives was heard and respected from 
ocean to ocean. ~Such men have} 
mostly disappeared from the state’s 
roster, but she still has able and 
potential sons in her service. 

it is rather in her purely state 
affairs that she needs to search out 
and draw into service the better 
minds and patriotic spirits among 
her people. The state can be re- 
habilitated in garments of strength 
and honor, her credit can be fully 
recovered, her solvency permanent- 
ly established, the prosperity of her 
people restored in measures of 
plenty and of increasing wealth. 
The state can become again the 
“Empire State of the South.” 

But, unfortunately, those great 
and wished-for ends cannot be at- 
tained with the order of many of 
the legislators and administrators 
who have handled the state for the 
past stagnant decade of her life. 
She must have more of business 
common sense in place of personal 
and factional politics, more of legis- 
lative and administrative competency 
and less of demagogy and backing 
on the breeching. It is up to the 
people to make those reforms of 
personnel and public practice that 
will enable the Georgians of 1933 
to celebrate their 200th birthday 
without shame-facedness before the 
other states of the republic. 


THE CAPITOL IN SIEGE. 

The news comes from Washington 
that extra details of police are re- 
enforcing the national capitol guards 
to protect congress from a foray 
by “communists” demanding that 
the government shall pay $15 per 
week to all unemployed persons in 
the nation. 

While the demand is silly it is not 
as silly as the American congress 
allowing itself to be hectored and 
made fearful within its own wails 
by a measly unwashed band of flan- 
nel-mouths calling themselves “com- 
munists.” It is absolutely ridicu-

The next general assembly can 
do but few wiser acts than to pro- 
vide for a full and expert survey 
of our state public school system. 
Only in that way can it get into its 
hands the data and the designs for 
a finely modern co-ordinated sys- 
tem of schools reaching from the 
cross-roads to the commencemént 
platform of the state university.

3. Whether any prohibition exists 
in the compromise which would erat 
clude the use of money secured by 
loan under it for purchase of food, 
clothing and medicine. 

Democrats Attack. 

A wave of democratic resentment 
to the compromise broke out today, 
and was followed by a proposal to 
call before the lobby committee Har- 
vey C. Couch, Arkansas power mag- 
nate, who engineered the agreement 
between President Hoover and the sen- 
nate democrats. 

Senator Carter Glass, democrat, 
Virginia, lashed out that the $20,- 
000,000 crop loan provision accepted 
by his party's, leaders was no com- 
promise, it was “abject surrender.” 

Later in the day, all of which was 
devoted to the attackers, Senator John 
J. Blaine, democrat, Wisconsin, read 
reports of Couch’s intervention in the 
relief feud between the senate and 
President Hoover, and suggested he be 
called before the lobby committee, of 
which Senator T. H. Caraway, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, is chairman. 

Caraway Active. 

Caraway has been the most active

IMPORTS PROTECTED 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Charges 
that wrapper tobacco, grown and 
cured under a nage system in the 
Duteh East Indies, is being imported 
by the United States, forming a case 
similar to that against alleged convict- 
produced goods .being brought here 
from Russia, will be heard before Cus- 
toms Commissioner Dble tomorrow. It 
is contended that thousands of acres 
of land in this country are lying idle 
as the result of indentured coolie la- 
bor in Sumatra and Java.

wm, Play Haydn’s Concerto in D 
“Miss Kraeuter’s program for next 
Saturday is an interesting one. Her 
piece de resistance is the delightful 
Concerto in D Major by Haydn, in 
three parts: Allegro Moderato, Ada-. 
gie and Allegro. This Concerto is an 
excellent choice because Haydn, 
though one of the great musical fig- 
ures of all time, has universal ap- 
peal. He is enjoyed equally by the 
most erndite music connoisseur and 
by the average music lover. ‘This 
charm of Haydn’s music is partially 
the outcome of his personality, just as 
the -universal appeal of Raphael's 
paintings is due, to a certain extent, 
to the exquisite nature of the man. 
Both these geniuses were éminently 
human, charming, lovable, approach- 
able, enamored of beauty and en- 
dowed with joyous dispositions, 


Haydn, the son of a wheelwright, 
though born in Austria, came of Croa- 
tian ancestry and doubtless his Slavic 
blood was responsible for the fancy, 
poetry and whimsical drollery of his 
compositions. Indeed, his work is 
saturated with the folk-musiec of Croa- 
tia. The young Haydn was taught to 
sing, but at adolescence he lost his 
voice. Perhaps to cheer himself in 
this dilemma, he played a_ practical 
joke on a schoolmate. This indiscre- 
tion caused him to be expelled from 
the music school, but a friend took 
him in and encouraged him to study 
the piano and eomposition. He 
worked hard at his new task, did 
well, and had the luck to meet Bach, 
who became his model. 

Haydn, again like Raphael, was a 
favorite of fortune and always landed 
on his feet. At least, we may say he 
was lucky, but was it not his happy, 
endearing nature that proved a talis- 
man and led him to find friends at 
erucial times? At any rate, he now 
became accompanist to h eggee vs sing- 
ing master and went th him to a 
fashionable Hungarian resort where 
he met Gluck and other influential 
music lovers who befriended him, 

Later he came under the notice of 
the distinguished and rich Esterhazys, 
great music connoisseurs, of Hungary, 
and went to live on their vast coun- 
try estates as kappelmeister. From 
that time his fortunes were assured. 
He had no material anxieties, he had 
leisure to compose, he gave brilliant 
concerts as leader of the Count’s or- 
chestra and became known to music 
lovers of Europe. In time he was 
invited to London, where he had bril- 
liant triumphs, where he was painted 


patted on the back by the king and 
made a doctor of music at Oxford. 

Haydn was a most prolific com- 
poser and his music is shot through 
with the glamor, glitter and fantasy 
of his life. He was a true Slay in 
his inexhaustible inventiveness; critics 
say it is impossible to overrate his 
creative power. And to his charm, 
his suavity, his sound and solid crafts- 
manship he added’a peasant cheerful- 
ness, humor, friendliness. His music 
for stringed instruments is unrivalled. 
He wrote six concertos for the ’cello 
and we are most fortunate in having 
one of these on the Kraeuter pro- 
gram. 

Bach and Boccherino Represented. 


‘Preceding the Haydn Concérto is a 
group of three compositions, the first 
being an Air by Bach, Haydn’s con- 
temporary and. his revered master, a 
giant in the realm of music. The 
second in this group is a “Siciliana” 
from: Pergelese’s opera “Nina.” This 
compéser Was a Neapolitan of the 
early eighteenth century who died at 
26 from tuberculosis. He composed 
a numbér of light operas and some 
church musie,:all of which was more 
highly rated in his day than it now is. 

Boctherini’s’.““Rondo” follows the 
Pergolese number. This composer 
was born in Italy in 1743. He was 
a famous player of the ’cello and com- 
posed some beautiful ’cello music. He 
went to Paris in 1768 and there, play- 
ing in concert with Manfredi, a pupil 
of Tartini, he became the rage. The 
Spanish ambassador persuaded him to 
go to Spain, where he was patronized 
by Don Luis, the king’s brother. Later

When 
the German king died, Boccherini re- 
turned to Spain, and there came un- 
der the protection of Lucien Bona- 
parte, ambassador from France. Boc- 
cherini was a very prolific composer 
and turned out more than 450 works 
for stringed instruments. His genre 
is not unlike that of Haydn—indeed, 
he has been called “the wife of 
Haydn.” As in the case of Haydn, 
kings and princes were his patrons 
and something of the glitter and 
gaiety, as well as the elegant formal- 
ity, of eighteenth century court life 
informs his compositions. 


Group III of Miss Kraeuter’s pro- 
gram includes a descriptive number by 
Rubin Goldmark and “Variations 
Symphoniques” by Leon  Boellman, 
Goldmark, nephew of the Hungarian 
composer, Carl Goldmark, and a pupil 
of Joseffy and Dvorak, is a director 
of the Colorado College Conservatory.

He is also a noted composer of cham- 
ber music, his compositions for ‘cello 
and violin being among ‘the best by 
any modern composer. Up to his 
death in 1924, he was director of the 
Paris Conservatory and was the 
teacher of Enesco, Ravel and Florent 
Schmitt. 

A “Menuet” by Debussy follows the 
Faure number. This great modern 
composer was the founder of the im- 
pressionistic school of music, and it is 
to him that we owe the word “atmos- 
phere” in musical composition. He 
has taught the pianist more new and 
valuable things than any other com- 
poser of his generation. To his su- 
perbly sure and economical craftsman- 
ship he adds exquisite subtlety and 
voluptuous coloring. His score for 
“Pelleas and Melisande” is said by 
critics to be the “summit of ) musical 
impressionism” and a connoisseur of 
note has said of. him: “His world 
may be small, but he was master in 
it and sometimes he saw beyond it.” 
Those who heard Paderewski play re- 
cently will recall the Debussy group. 
with its delicate, iridescent lights and 
shadows, its emotional nuances, its 
tantalizing and evanescent suggestions 
of forms’ and rhythms. It is in. the

The book, “Lincoln, the Man,” by 
Edgar Lee Masters, would be de- 
clared “obscene, lewd, lascivious, 
filthy and indecent,” and bafred 
from the United States mails un- 
der a bill introduced today. by 
Representative Crail, of Ca ifor- 
nia.
